QUOTA-PREFERENCE  IMMIGRANTS— The  father  and  mother  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  is  21  years  of  age  or  over,  and 
the  husband  of  a  citizen  of  any  age  (where  marriage  has  occurred  subsequent  to  June  30,  1932). 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

SUPPLEMENTARY  AFFIDAVITS  Certain  Consuls  in  most  cases  now  require  supplementary  affidavits  in  which  the  deponent  is 

required  to  itemize  his  monthly  expenditures,  indicating  what  portion  of  the  net  remainder  he 
is  willing  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  the  immigrant,  the  length  of  time  he  is  willing 
to  assume  this  responsibility  and  the  reasons  that  prompt  him  to  undertake  such  obligation. 

PROOF  OF  RELATIONSHIP  This  is  often  required  by  certain  Consuls  and  may  be  established  by  the  submission  of  the 

birth  and  marriage  certificates  of  the  deponent.

No  alien  who  is  likely  to  become  a  public  charge  tray  be  admitted 
to  the  United  States,  Each  applicant  for  an  immigration  visa  must 
present  clear  and  convincing  evidence  that  he  wifi  have  adequate 
means  of  support  for  possibly  a  prolonged  period  after  his  arrival 
in  the  United  States. 

An  applicant  proceeding  to  the  United  States  must  present  an 
affidavit,  in  duplicate,  executed  by  a  sponsor  guaranteeing  support 
of  the  applicant.  Affidavits  of  support  from  sponsors  in  the  United 
States  should  cover  the  following  points:- 

(1)  The  name  and  address  of  the  sponsor  and  a  statement  of  his 
exact  relationship,  if  any,  to  the  applicant. 

(2)  The  citizenship  of  the  sponsor.  If  the  sponsor  is  an 
American  citizen  he  should  state  how  he  acquired  his 
citizenship..  A  naturalized  American  citizen  should  state 
the  time  and  place  of  naturalization,  the  name  of  the  court 
in  which  he  was  naturalized,  and  the  number  of  his  natural¬ 
ization  certificate.  If  he  is  an  alien  resident,  he  should 
supply  the  name  cf  the  port  at  which  he  arrived  and  the  date 
of  his  legal  admission  into  the  United  States  as  well  as  the 
name  of  the  ship  in  which  he  arrived  at  that  port.  This 
statement  must  be  corroborated  by  completing  Form  1-475, 
which  can  be  obtained  from  the  branch  office  of  the  Immi¬ 
gration  and  Naturalization  Service  nearest  his  home.
